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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' arguments, filed 1 1 March 2004, have been fully considered. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the 
complete set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claims 1-35 are currently pending. 

Response to Applicant's Arguments 

Double Patenting 

In view of Applicant's response, the rejection of claims 1,13, and 20 under the judicially- 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1, 9, and 32 of US 6,537,755 
has been withdrawn, 

35 USC 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-35 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
6,537,755 for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. 

Applicant states that "the claimed invention is still unobvious because nothing in the '755 
patent discloses (i) carrying out the method in the manner presently claimed, (ii) providing the 
experimental data that is obtained in the presently claimed method, or (iii) methods for analyzing 
experimental data that include the intentional inclusion of a large number of false positive 
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sequences". This is not persuasive in that the previous Office Action outlines specifically where 
each claim of the instant invention is taught and the motivation to perform the steps of the instant 
invention is provided by US 6,537,755 at column 25, lines 31-37. Furthermore, the instant 
claims do not recite providing experimental data that is obtained in the presently claimed 
invention nor do they recite methods for analyzing data that include the intentional inclusion of a 
large number of false positives. 

Applicant submits that the 6 75 5 patent does not qualify as prior art because the subject 
matter of the '755 claims and the presently rejected claims were commonly owned by Callida. 
This statement is improper. Applicant is invited to review the assignment showing that at the 
time of filing the '755 patent was owned by Hyseq, Inc. 

Therefore, the rejections under 35 USC 103 are maintained.
